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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's argument that Dedrick 
does not disclose all the limitations of independent claims 1 , 9 t and 17, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Dedrick discloses in col. 4 
line 52 - col. 5 line 25 that a price is calculated untilizing the cost type and/or cost value associated with the units of information. Dedrick 
gives examples of the cost types such as cost per view, byte, or time. Since the cost is calculated and the price is dependent on the 
number of units because of the "per unit" pricing structure, the Examiner believes the calculation must involve multiplying the cost per unit 
times the number of units. The Examiner notes in Fig. 5c that the bill is generated at the end of the metering process. The Examiner 
believes, particularly in the "per byte" and "per time" price models that the cost calculated in the billing process is the count of the of the 
units of information times the "per unit" price of the information. The Examiner finds it highly unlikely that Dedrick would restrict a user to 
acquire only one unit of information at a time in the case of the "per byte" and "per time" pricing. If single unit acquisition was in fact 
implemented and the user wanted to acquire a 5MB file in a price per MB pricing scheme, the user would have to make five separate 
requests to acquire one single file. This makes no sense to the Examiner and surely that could not have been the intention of Dedrick. It 
is for at least these reasons the Examiner maintains that Dedrick discloses the limitations of independent claims 1,9, and 1 7. 
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
